2 A food supportive device for microwave heating, cooking or drying of food including: a plurality of food 
contact areas elevated from and substantially integral to a foundation that enables the support of food placed 
directly on the contact areas, wherein spaces between the elevated contact areas and the foundation form 
conduits adapted to vent the moisture from the food when being heated, cooked or dried, and wherein the 
supportive device includes a foundation base which folds like a book and the food contact areas pop up when the 
base is opened into operative form.
